It often happens, however, that the DX fan will send a card or a very 
short letter listing the numbers he heard on the broadcast, and with NO 
other indication of the quality of the progran On mii strength of the

The fact ‘that WEND may be hecrd -in-some foreign countries vould be extremly 
gratifying, but unless the liscener was cble to give us 9 comprehensive 
report on the strength of our signals at that point, we could not say 
great assurence that we were being well received at the DX end.

RADIO KINKS 


A simple way to clean off the prongs on the radio tubes is to use a plain ink 
eraser.e This will leave the prongs nice and shiny and will remove all the 
dust and dirt collected thereon. 


If you use a pipe cleaner once in a while to clean out your tuning condensers 
You will probably be supprised at the improvement in your receiver. 


When static is rather bad why not try putting your antenna wire to your GND 
post connection of your receiver and your ground wire to the Antenna post 
connection. Many nev stations may be logged and verified in this manner. 


I have found thru experiments that the inverted "L" type antenna is the best 
for broadcast reception. It is highly directional. The RCA spider web is 
also highly directional.and vill reduve man made static 100%. This Antenna 
is very good for use on. the short waves but give mo the old "L" type for BCR.
